THE ROMANTIC COMPLEX 


Much of the difficulty in modem 
marriage is recognized to be due to 
a failure to understand what Love is. 
People who are otherwise intelligent, 
still try to live with an entirely im- 
mature concept. The Mass Media of 
education, which are mainly respon- 
sible for the public’s ideas on this 
subject, consistently depict the na- 
tion’s “love life” as based on the Ro- 
mantic Platform, which consists of 
five planks, all too well known; but 
let me identify them here again, for the 
sake of argument. 

The first plank in the Romantic 
Platform is that Love is a mysterious 
visitation, which comes out of the no- 
where into the here and takes hold of 
you, — just like measles. Once it comes 
into your life in this unexpected and 
inexplicable way, it is understood that 
the rest of your life ought to be an 
effortless ecstasy. If it transpires later 
that some effort is involved, it merely 
shows that you guessed wrong, after 
all. You thought he was your predes- 
tined Soul Mate; but if so, he would 
have made you happy. Since he doesn’t 
make you happy, there is nothing to 
do but throw him out and try again. 

In general, not only is Love under- 
stood to be a mysterious visitation, but 
it is one that is recognized intuitively. 
You don’t have to argue with yourself 
about it. Indeed, we are often assured 
that if it’s the Real Thing, you won’t 
have to be told. You will know with- 
out asking. 

Beyond this, ideally again, it is reco- 
gnized at first sight. Of course mistakes 
may be made. A girl declares, “I fell 


in love with him at first sight,” and 
her friend asks, “Why didn’t you marry 
him, then?” 

“Oh,” the girl replies, “I saw him 
again afterward.” 

In the orthodox theory, however, 
Love is a mysterious visitation appre- 
ciated intuitively and coming without 
any warning or preparation. 

The second plank in the Romantic 
Platform is that when Love thus comes 
into your life unexpected, perhaps even 
unwanted, it is so important that you 
must give up everything else for it. 
No sacrifice can be too great to make 
for the cultivation of this extraordinary 
phenomenon — so we are told. A man, 
we are continually assured, is justified 

in giving up his wife for it. A woman 
is justified in abandoning her home 

and children for it. A king is justified 
in surrendering his throne for it. Any- 
body is justified in giving up anything, 
in favor of this extraordinary event 
that has happened so unexpectedly. 
That is the firm assurance of the pub- 
lic, which takes its stand unswervingly 
on the Romantic Platform. 

The third plank in the Romantic 
Platform is that Love is a mysterious 
visitation in both a positive and a 
negative sense, — in other words, it 
may go as unexpectedly as it came, 
and there is nothing you can do about 
that, either. It is not, in any way, sub- 
ject to human control. We are often 
informed that it is like the wind, which 
bloweth where it listeth and no man 
can say whence it cometh or whither 
it goeth, — all we can know is that it 
came, and it’s gone. You must be 
realistic enough to understand that 


these affairs can’t be expected to last 
forever. It was wonderful while it 
lasted; but it’s over now, and you 
can’t get any flames out of cold ashes 
and dead cinders. 

The fourth plank in the Romantic 
Platform is that while one of these 
Great Events may come into your life, 
and go its way, another one may come 
along to take its place. You are not 
necessarily limited to one such episode. 
You can be a two-time loser, or a 
three-time loser, or a sort of chain- 

store loser. In fact, some ambitious 
manticist the only thing that counts 

is the present, and the only thing that 
counts in the present is the sensation 
that this wonderful creature arouses in 
your manly breast. 

Actually, therefore, you can’t be in 
love with the girl as a person, but 
merely with what she appears to be. 
You are the victim of glamour. 

If a beautiful picture is put into a 
beautiful frame, that is entirely appro- 
priate. Glamour enters when the value 
of the package is greater than the value 
of the contents. Dr. Aurelia Reinhardt, 
former president of Mills College, used 
to complain that the modern girl is 
too vogue on the outside and too 
vague on the inside. That’s the Glam- 
our Girl: pretty as a picture, — over- 
exposed and under-developed. Young 
men haven’t been educated to deal 
with such phenomena. They continue 
firmly to believe that the intensity of 
their own subjective sensations is the 
real measure of Love. 

Actually, then, the man isn’t in love 
with any of these girls, at any time. 
He is merely in love with his own 
sensations. In short, he is merely in 
love with himself! 

Now, who is it that is characteristic- 
ally in love with his own sensations, — 


with himself? It is the baby, of course. 
He comes into the world with a ready- 
made and active love life, devoted 
entirely to loving himself. He is en- 
tirely concerned with what he can get 
out of the world, with what it can do 
for him; and he doesn’t care who suf- 
fers as long as he gets what he wants. 
/ 

His parents may have been out doing 
a hard day’s work. They come in at 
night tired, get a little supper, stack 
the dishes, go out to a party. They 
come home at midnight, even more 
tired, and badly in need of a little 
sleep so they can go through the same 
performance the next day. The baby 
doesn’t care whether they need sleep. 
He won’t hesitate for an instant to get 
them up at one o’clock and keep them 
up the rest of the night, if he wants a 
little nourishment or even just a little 
sociability. He wants what he wants 
when he wants it. 

We don’t blame him for it. We say, 
“He’s just a baby.” But if he is 40 
years old, six feet tall, weighs 200 lbs., 
and still wants what he wants when he 
wants it, is still ready to sacrifice every- 
one for the sake of his own wants or 
the gratification of his own whims, 
then all we can say is that in his Love 
Life he’s still a baby! 

The whole Romantic Platform, then, 
turns out to be merely the infant’s 
self-love, dressed in a few grown-up 
clothes, with Hollywood stage settings, 
and trying to make a child’s game out 
of the most serious adult responsibility. 
I have been caricaturing it here; but 
think back over the fiction you’ve 
read, the movies or TV programs 
you’ve seen, in the last 30 days, and 
I think you’ll agree that every one of 
the five planks I have identified has 
been presented, sympathetically, as an 
unquestioned truth, somewhere along 
the line. 



Now what relation has the Romanti 
Platform to St. Paul’s words in th 
13 th chapter of the first epistle to the 
Corinthians? None whatever! The one 
is the antithesis, the negation of the 
other. And yet each purports to de- 
scribe Love. One of the greatest needs 
of our culture today is to clear up 

this confusion. A good deal has been 
written on the subject! Erich Fromm 
distinguishes “productive love” which 
contains at least four basic elements: 
care, responsibility, respect, and knowl- 
edge. Obviously, these are almost the 
opposite of the traits that are found 
in the Romantic Complex. Shall we 
speak of the latter, by contrast, as 
“Unproductive love?” It would not be 
too inaccurate; but this semantic prob- 
lem needs more detailed treatment. 
Some students of the subject have 
reached the pessimistic conclusion that 
the only solution is to eliminate the 
word Love from the dictionary alto- 
gether. 

While awaiting that improbable out- 
come, those concerned with successful 
marriage will have to spend much more 
time and energy in helping young peo- 
ple, and their parents and grandpar- 
ents, to know what they are talking 
about . — Paul Popenoe.
